Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see Pages 8-12, filed October 23, 2006, with respect to 
Claims 1-42 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 
has been withdrawn.

that is disposed for generating a current/fluid over a heat dissipating structure to cool an 
LED disposed within a housing and in thermal communication with said heat dissipating 
structure.
